Tux case of the Freemen of Dublin by right of grand- 
birth has already occupied the Revision Court two 
days, and is again adjourned. Ilowever tedious the 
case may be, itis highly suggestive, and wonder- 
fully instructive. ‘There are some points in the 
evidence which should be placed in a strong er light 
than we can hope to place them in, when the case is 
concluded. The impartiality of the Lord Mayor is 
admirably shown by his selection of Mr. Henry 
Devitt asthe arbiter of the rights of the Freemen of 
Dublin, said Mr. Devitt being, at the time, a mem- 
ber of an association specially formed for the dis- 
franchisement of the Freemen, or only not a member 
“because he had not paid his annual subscription” 
to that association. Mr. Francis William Brady, Q.C., 
&e., not only frequently appeared on the hustings of 
Dublin as a candidate for the votes of the freemen, 
but voted aimsel!, fur himself, asa freeman by right 
of grandbirth, the very franchise he comes forward, 
if possible, to destroy. Mr. Brady is a Commissioner 
of Lunacy, and hopes to be a judge. How would he 
treat a witness who gave his evidence as he gave it? 
He firat asserts that he examined the records of the 
Corporation from 1648 dowa to 1840, in two days! 
Upon being asked, on cross-examination, would he 
swear to having examined them down to 1840, he 
corrects his date to 1806, lopping off at once the 
documentary evidence of thirty-four years. Puls, 
of course, was “ only a mistake,” but we know what 
in criminal courts would await witnesses who made 
a mistake so advantageous to the cause he supported. 

Mr. Brady “ did not keep any memoranda of the 
results of his search;” nay, he won't say he 
read over every syllable in each ‘beseech.’ So 
exact was his examination that “ he could not tell 
„whether he had found any beseeches’ by marriage. 
“ His assistant, Mr. Keogh, took some 
“but he does not recollect what they are.” It will 
require some insensibility to popular opinion before 
a gentleman who gives such evidence is made a judge 
of t he evidence of others. 

To make the most of their case, the extreme party 
in the Corporation procured the services of Mr. Cos- 
tello as their advocate, and of Mr. Yeo as examiner 
of records.

Two months sinee, the allied forces commenced mili- 
tary operations on the Bay of Peele: They 
landed, as was anticipated, at Peh-tang, a town on 

the banks of an inconsiderable river to the north of 
the Peiho. Here they found two or three deserted 

forts armed with wooden cannon. The entire force 

disembarked without accident, and prepared to 
march to the Peiho, and take the Taka forts in the 
rear. Between Peh-tang and the Peiho the country 
is flat, almost without a hillock. It is covered with 
plantations of rice and corn, and supplies Pekin with 
garden produce. On their march the troops 
found an entrenched camp occupied by the 
famous Tartar cavalry. An engagement easued, 
and the camp was stormed, ‘with only fourteen 
men wounded. The road to the Peiho was 
then open. The Taku forts were five in number, 
but probably there are more now. Three of these 
were on the left side of the river, and these were to 
be assailed on the 15th of August, the troops being 
before them on the 13th. As the allies attack from 
the rear, there has probably been but slight resistance, 
The possession of these three forts gives the allies 
the command of the river, and they can, at their 
ease, remove whatever obstructions the Chinese have 
thrown across the river. The gunboats could thea 
pass up and destroy the two forts on the right of the 
stream. It is most satisfactory to learn that the ex- 
pedition isin excellent health, and admirably supplied. 
Che next Indian mail mast bring us the particulars 
and result of the assault. 

Hostilities have commenced at last between the 
rebels of the Triad Society and Europeans. 
Hitherto the rebels were supposed to be favourable 
tothe English at least, and to have adopted a gro- 
tesque and savage form of Christianity. Flushed 
with the conquest of Nankin, the great emporium of 
the silk districts, they have gradually swept down 
to the sea, like locusts, destroying the land. Per- 
haps some arrangement with the Court of Pekin, or 
more probably the hope of boundless plunder, 
induced them to attack Shanghai, now the most 
important station of British trade. They who 
have visited Shanghai describe it as resembling 
Woolwich at a distance. The river which runs 
through the city is ever crowded with a 
multitude of junks, among which the masts and 
spars of numerous European and American ships are 
conspicuous. The commerce of this port alone was, 
in 1859, of the value of £14,000,000. The English 
settlement is one side of the river Wang-Poo, then 
comes the Chinese town, and, last of all the French 
settlement, separated from the town by a broad 
canal. It is probable that the rebel attack was made 
specially on this quarter, as we read chiefly of the 
French being engaged. We suppose that the Ad- 
miral has loft a ship of war to protect so impor. 
tant an emporium. Captain Nicholson, in the Pique, 
defended the place from a similar attack in 1856, 
Although there is a plain of twenty miles in extent 
on the land side of Shanghai, the town itself is ren- 
dered easy of defence by nature. As the rebels do 
not appear to bring cannon with them on their ex- 
peditions, and as some English and French guns 
have long since been placed in position, there is not 
the slightest chance of their succeeding. Some few 
valuable lives may be lost, for the British residents 
have formed themselves into a Volunteer regiment, and 
are usually inclined to be rash in encountering large 
bodies of Chinese. Trade is, however, completely 
atanend. The rebels had ravaged the silk districts 
in the north, aad on the south little could reach 
the Canton market, the Lak Chong pass, through 
which the greater portion of the merchandise must 
pass, being oceupied, whether by rebel or Imperial 
troops is not ascertained. 

The intelligence, however, of success on the banks 
of the Peiho, and the capture of the forts, will have 
a powerful effect upon the Chinese. The Braves” 
will disperse, as they have on many previous oc- 
casions, when they find that all the preparations of 
a year, and the most powerful resources of the Im- 
perial Province, have not been able to resist the 
allies.
